The near ap- 
proach of the close of the contracts has 
made the individual members of the 
trust anxious to get placed in the larger 
cities where Hocking Valley coal is han- 

led, so that the fierce competition has 
opened the matter to the public. None 
of the firms in the combine have arrived 
on the ground, but their representa- 
tives state that the entire output of 
the mines will be handled individually. 
The probable effect of this is that there 
is one of the greatest coal wars immi- 
nent that the Hocking valley has ever 
seen. ‘This is evident from the fact that 
charges and countercharges of partial- 
ity have been made, and there isa great 
amount of soreness among the various 
firms. The only barrier which has kept 
the rates of soft coal up will be re- 
moved with, the dissolution of this trust 
and each of the mines will increase its 
output, but the prices are almost sure 
to be forced down in the fight.

coated with boracic acid. In other spe- 
cimens I found that they had been 
coated with a preparation of salicylic 
acid for preserving the meat. I 
gave the opinion that salicylic acid 
was not only detrimental to di- 
gestion but produced nausea. Boracic 
acid, while in itself not nauseating, de- 
lays the process of digestion and hence 
is not a fit preservative for meat used 
as a diet. I understood this to be re- 
frigerator beef; found boracic acid in 
two specimens and salicylic acid in one. 
These experiments were made about 
the middle of June, 1898.” 

Sickemed the Men. 

` Dr. Carlson E. Sterrett, of Elgin, IlL, 
who was assistant surgeon of the Third 
Illinois, testified that on the way to

AN AMERICAN PLATFORM. 


{t Will Be Adopted by Porto Ricans 


Who Decide to Organize a Re- 
publican Party. 


San Juan de Porto Rico, March 23.— 
The leaders of the radical party have 
decided to organize a republican party 
in Portg Rico with a thoroughly Amer- 
ican platform. They will endeavor to 
unite all factions. The platform will 
be submitted at-a meeting to be held 
to-day, and it will indorse the policy 
of President McKinley, will pledge 
fidelity to the American flag, hail the 
prospect of annexation to the United 
States, express the ‘belief that the 
Porto Rico courts can be trusted with 
the civil government of the island, but 
will declare a willingness to await the 
action of congress. The platform will 
also favor free suffrage, public schools, 
reform in taxation, free trage with the 
United States, the establishment of a 
gold basis for the currency, the Amer- 
ican system for the judiciary, and will 
pledge the party to lend every effort 
towards civilization and to teach the 
inhabitants to become loyal to the 
United States.

It became known Wednesday night 
that the downfall of the Hocking com- 
pany has been evident to the members 
for several months, but there has been 
a general desire to keep the matter 
quiet as long as possible. The near ap- 
proach of the close of the contracts has 
made the individual members of the 
trust anxious to get placed in the larger 
cities where Hocking Valley coal is han- 
so that the fen ce competition has 
opened the matter to the public. None 
of the firms in the combine have arrived 
on the ground, but their representa- 
| tives state that the entire output of 
the mines will be handled individually. 
The probable effect of this is that there 
is one of the greatest coal wars immi- 
nent that the Hocking valley has ever 
seen. This is evident from the fact that 
charges and countercharges of partial- 
ity have been made, and there i isa great 
amount of soreness among the various 
firms. The only barrier which has kept 
the rates of soft coal up will be re- 
moved with the dissolution of this trust 
and each of the mines will increase its 
output, but the prices are almost sure 
to be forced down in the fight. 


SHOWS IMPROVEMENT. 


Report as to Mr. Sherman’s Condition 
Is Encouraging—Relatives Indig- 
nant Over Rumor of Death. 


Santiago de Cuba, March 23.—It now 
turns out-—respecting the unfortunate 
report of Mr. Sherman’s death, which is 
the main topic of conversation here— 
that the announcement was made by 
the French Cable company and the sig- 
nal corps within ten minutes of each 
other. When Capt. Leigh, the chief sig- 

nal officer, ascertained’ that the report 
was erroneous he immediately com- 
municated with the Guantanamo sta- 
tion to discover the cause of the blun- 
der. The man in charge of the station 
replied that, having received a message 
of inquiry as to Mr. Sherman’s health, 
and not having any information him- 
self, he visited the manager of the 
French Cable company, who assured 
him that the report of death was well 
founded. Thereupon he telegraphed a 
confirmation of the rumor, having no 
reason to doubt the assurance given 
him. The French Cable company’s off- 
cials here claim to know nothing regard- 
ing the matter. Mr. Sherman’s ‘Pelatives 
on board the Paris are naturally very 
indignant over somebody’s stupendous 
blunder, but Capt. Leigh considers that 
the man in charge of the Guantanamo 
Signal office was entirely justified in 
accepting the statement of the French 
Cable company’s manager. Mr. Sher- 
man’s condition continues about the 
same. He rested quite comfortably 
throughout the day, and, if anything, 
is somewhat improved. He expects to 
go on board the United States cruiser 
Chicago to-day.

SINGLE TAX 


W. L. Miggett Spoke Upon 
the Subject Sunday. 


What Would Be Its Economic and 
Moral Effect Upon Society If the 
Single Tax Were Adopted. 


(Continued from Yesterday.) 
Many other writers might be men- 
tioned who have treated various phases 
of ‘the problem, but these will suffice to 


approached. Earlier attempts to pop- 
uiarize the doctrine have proved abor- 
tive because of lack of intelligence 
among the people, the power of landed 
interests, the incomplete knowledge of 
the economice principles underlying the 
subject, and the failure of its champions 
to adapt themselves to the state of 
thought of the period. Adam Smith 
must, however, be excepted. Though 
‘not the originator of his teachings, he 
is the father of political economy be- 
cause he taught no more of her tenets 
than his titme could accept. He at- 
tacked the monster of social wrong at 
its most vulnerable point. By raising 
acry against manufacturing and com- 
mercial monopolies, by making plain the 
nature of the wealth of rations, and 
laying bare the natural laws of ex- 
change, he gained the support of the 
most influential classes of his time, the 
landed aristocracy of Britain. They, 
little thinking that the same philosophy 
contained the denial and abrogation of 
their privileges, helped: to successfully 
establish the policy upon which is based 
England's world-wide commerce 
her giobe-encircling emipire.

significant that, contempora- 


neously with the rise of those giant 


show that through history this principle 
has struggled for recognition, gradually 
assuming its present form, i. e., the sin- 
gle tax, as the modern industrial era is 


monopolies of which Abraham Lincoln 
prophesied, and 20 years before thie ex- 
pansion policy of the United States, 
there should appear a rare and brilliant 
mind capable of leading the way 
through the maze of conflicting opinions 
and pointing out the fundamental 
wrong and the remedy therefor.

down the principles of England’s future 


greatness at a critical point in her his- 
tory, so has Henry George indicated 
the way America must travel to fulfill 
the glorious destiny appointed her at a 
time when she most needs enlighten- 
ment, and it is significant that Smith 
and George both worked from the same 
principles as did Quesnay, for the fail- 
ure to heed whom Franice must needs 
shed her blood.

He has transformed 
the “dismal science’ of political econ- 
omy into one of hope and brilliant 
promise for future generations of men. 
“Progress and Poverty,’ the most suc- 
cessful economic work ever written, is 
already in nearly every European 
tongue, and is being translated into 
Oriental languages. Of all books writ- 
ten in the United States, “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin” alone ranks with ‘‘Progress and 
Poverty” in circulation and influence. 
The single tax is not the creed of a 
group of visionaries, nor of ‘the blindly 
dissatisfied rabble. It counts among its 
supporters learning, culture, wealth, 
eminent divines, statesmen and able 
lawyers. Count Tolstoi, the greatest 
Russian says: “I think George has out- 
lined the next great step ïn civilization.”

FOREIGN LETTER POSTAGE. 


Letters sent to foreign countries are 
often dropped into the postoffice with 
an ordinary two-cent stamp on. Such a 
destination, and 
double the regular postage is collected 
of the person. to whom it is sent, That 
make sit very expensive receiving let- 
ters over there, and asi a consequence 
letters with only partially paid postage 
are often refused. Then they are re- 
turned to the dead letter offices anid 
eventually to the sender. Carelessiness 
in not properly prepaying postage on 
foreign letters often makes a great deal 
of trouble for the postoffice officials. 
The rate, it must be remiembered, is 5 
cents for each half ounice or fraction 
thereof, while here in the United States 
it is but two cents for each ounce or 
fraiction thereof. Letters to Canada 
and Mexico go at regular U. S. rates, 
but to all other countries, including our 
new possessions, Cuba, Portio Rico, Ha- 
waii and the Philippines, unless ad- 
dressed to our soldiers or 'those in the 
U. S. service. People who have cor- 
respondents abroad would do well to 
remember these facts,

Cecil Rhodes has gained once more 
the approval of his countrymen, who 
until now had not forgiven the disas-

Rhodes’ negotiations, the telegraph. line 
from ‘the Caipe to Cairo is now a mat- 
ter of certainty, while the railroad over 
the same route is at least placed nyore 
definitely among the probabilities of the 
immediate future. 

Dispatches from London say: 

“Central Africa, once connected with 
Europe by telegraph, it is prophesied 
by Mr. Rhodes’ friends here, would pe- 
come a new land of enormous potential- 
ities. It is also universally recognized 
that railway communication is of vital 
and pressing importance. With regard 
to this, Mr. Rhodes has obtained Satis- 
factory assurances that, whether or not 
German capitalists step forward, per- 
mission to put the new line’ through 

German territory will be accorded. 

“Failing in this, however, the English- 
man has obfaliimed the consent of the 
king of the Belgians, under certain 
conditions, to run his railway through 
Congio Free State. 

“Phe energy, enthusiasm and self-as- 
surance displayed by Mr. Rhodes in this 
triumphal trip have placed him, it may 
really be said, upon the pinnacle of the 
estimation of the British public. Tt is 
safe to say that there is no more pop- 
ular British hero today, not excepting 
Lord Salisbury.”

“The choice of Nicholas Esteyvenaz at 
head of the federal campaign con'mit- 
tee in Madrid is significant.

He returned to Madric 
last autumn to labor to restore the re-

“Senor Estevanez’ present appoint- 
ment to lead the federalists of the cap- 
ital means an energetic campaign in fa- 
vor of a republic. 

“A curious view is taken here of the 
legal aspect of the signing of the peace 
treaty by the Spanish queen regent. The 
act is regarded as a new’ and grave blow 
dealt to the prestige and authority of 

the parliamentary regime in Europe. 
It.is not long ago that no practical 
statesman or thoughtful publicist would 
have imagined that any government of 
western Europe could dispense with the 
intervention of parliament to put: an 
end to an important war and unravel 
a ‘constitutional crisis. ‘A leading French 
authority on party government said 
apropos of this circumstance: ‘Pariia- 
mentarism has got a bullet in the wing.’ 

“More and more attention! ïs being 
paid here to the approaching disarma- 
ment conference at The Hague. M. 
Henri Rochefort says: ‘If the confer- 
ence leads to a tribunal of arbitration 
there will be brought about what we 
have always demanded—the ¢onstitu- 
tion of the United States of Europe. In 
‘America, if Colorado should take it into 
its head to declare war on WiSs:onsin, 
the other states would soon prevent it.

Sattolli 'to the United States was 
aone other than to close up the Mc- 
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tacked the monster of social wrong at 
its most vulnerable point. By raising 
a cry against manufacturing and com- 
mercial monopolies, by making plain the 
mature of the wealth of rations, and 
laying bare ‘the natural laws of ex- 
change, he gained the support of the 
most influential classes of his time, the 
landed aristocracy of Britain. They, 
little thinking that the same philosophy 
contained the denial and abrogation of 
their privileges, helped ‘to successfully 
establish the policy upon which. is based 
England's world-wide commerce and 
her giobe-encircling emipire. 
It is significant that, contempora- 
neously with the rise of those giant 
monopolies of which Abraham Lincoln 
prophesied, and 20 years before the ex- 
pansion policy of the United States, 
there should appear a rare and brilliant 
mind capable of leading the way 
through the maze of conflicting opinions 
and pointing’ out the fundamental 
wrong and the remedy therefor. I say 
it is significant in that history is re- 
peating itself, For as Adam, Smith laid 
down. the principles of England’s future 
greatness at a critical point in her his- 
tory, so has Henry George indicated 
the way America must 'travel to fulfill 
the glorious destiny appointed her at a 
time when she most needs enlighten- 
ment, and it is significant that Smith 
and George both worked from the same 
«principles as did Quesnay, for the fail- 
ure to heed whom France must needs 
shed her blood. Henry George has done 
more than that. He has. transformed 
the “dismal science’ of political econ- 
omy into one of hope and brilliant 
promise for future generations of men. 
“Progress and Poverty,” the most suc- 
cessful economic work ever written, is 
already in nearly every BEuropean 
tongue, and isi being translated into 
Oriental languages. Of all books writ- 
ten in the United States, “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin”? alone ranks with ‘‘Progress and 
Poverty” in circulation and influence. 
The single tax is not the creed of a 
group of visionaries, nor of the blindly 
dissatisfied rabble. It counts among its 
supporters learning, culture, wealth, 
eminent divines, statesmen and able 
laiwyers. Count Tolstoi, the greatest 
Russian says: “I think George has out- 
lined the next great step in civilization.” 
Lord Roseberry and Sir William, Ver- 
non 'Harcourt have declared in favor of 
taxing ground rents. Lonidion elected 
a single tax council in the last election. 
The single tax comes nearer being a 
national issue in England 'than in. any 
other important country, and it is pro- 
gressing fast. New Zealand, under par- 
tial application, of the single tax, was 
the only English-speaking) country 
where want and destitution were un- 
known during the recent great panic. 
The pope of Rome was compelled tio 
yield to the convincing powers of Mr. 
George’s reason and his unselfish de- 
votion to the truth, for 'the mission of 
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Glynn episode and reinstate hiim to the 
priesthood ‘with as little discredit as 
possible to the church. In the United 
States the movement is yet in the ed- 
ucational stage. But it is permeating 
thought everywhere. The pulpit, press 
and rostrum use the phrases coined by 
Mr. George, unconscious many times of 
their origin. The great middle class in 
America are beginning to feel the pres- 
sure of the under side of the wedge that 
is siplitting society into ‘two parts—the 
very rich and the very poor. 

When merchants and manufacturers 
see that the single tax, by opening land 
to labor, swill increase the purchasing 
power of the people; when the farmer 
sees that the single tax ‘will accomplish 

+ J " . 
what he has labored for for years, i. $S., 
make the cities bear their share of tax- 
ation; when the minister, doctor, law- 
yer, whose success dependsi upon the 
prosperity of the common. people, un- 
derstand that a laborer will not then 
work for less than he can earn upon 
unused land, then their only question 
will be how soon can we adopt the sin- 
gle tax? 

These, combined with the menace of 
plutocracy ‘on one hand and of socialism 
on ‘the other, the refusal of the people 
to longer believe the Malthusian doc- 
trine that poverty is the natural con- 
dition of men, and the accelerating in- 
crease of productive power, making the 
gulf between Dives and Lazarus still 
more yawning, indicate some of 
forces that are driving us towards the 
Single tax. This reform is not put for- 
ward to the exclusion of other reforms. 
If anyone can show a better way, single 
taxers stand ready to adopt that way. 
In the meantime they preach this. that 
they know to be ‘the truth, because lit- 
tle children moan, women weep, and 
strong men faint beneath the cruel bur- 
den of social wrong.

In answer to an inquiry by “H.” in a 
recent issue of The Times, relative to 
the taxation of land values, wherein. he 
questions the practicability of the single 
tax, I would have this to say: The Chi- 
cago Tribune is published in a building 
on land which belongs to the city. The 
city absorbs the whole of the rental.

There 
are hundreds of farmers in Nebraska 
occupying school lands, where the whole 
rental of the land gioesi-to the state. 
Considerable of the 'water front in New 
York city is rented to individual ten- 
ants, and the whole of the rental goes 
to the city. Similar cases might be 
cited all over the country. One-third of 
the farms of our country are occunied 
by tenant farmers. Now we must bear 
in mind that in all of the above cases 
not only is the whole rental (correspon- 
ding to the single tax) paid by the user, 
but he also pays all the other taxes, di- 
rect and indirect, such as are paid by 
everyone.

D. Merrithew and Herman Hetze! had 
knocked out the slate. There were. iwo 
very good reasons why Hut el could 
not afford to see Bach nomirated. 
Luick ‘was already nominated for may- 
or. He is a German. If Bach had suc- 
ceeded in getting the nomination for 
clerk this would only add another Ger- 
man to the already over-balanced Dem- 
olcratic ticket, which contains-out of 26 
city and ward nominations the names 
of 13 (just half) men of that rationality 
or parentage. Again, Bach comes from 
the second ward, which is also the 
home of Mr. Hutzel. If the question of 
nationality did not come up, the ques- 
tion of location would, and if Bach had 
landed the plum for clerk it would have 
been. all up with Hutzel for assessor. 

Then there was the element of over- 
confidence among the Bach forces that 
led to the smashing of the slate. There 
were some few who voted for Merri- 
thew in order to even things up more 
as they supposed. And there was just 
where Merrithew fooled them. When 
the votes were counted the Sixth ward- 
er was in the majority by the narrow 
margin of two. 

Of course when Bach was thus gently 
dropped, Hutzel’s chances grew bright- 
er for the assessorship, as it would not 
do to turn down the Second ward, upon 
which the Democrats rely so much for 
their majority, and Hutzel went in by 
17 majority over Manly. And thus the 
Fifth ward was given the marble 
heart, 

The slate smashers were encouraged, 
and, although M. J. Seery had declined 
to be a candidate for justice, and D. 
Cramer made a speech which virtually 
told the delegates to vote for somebody 
besides himself, W. G, Doty only had 
26 votes to spare to keep his name from 
going’ down in the crash. : 

A more detailed report of the conven- 
tion is as follows: 

The convention was called to order in 
the circuit court room: at 8:15 by Chair- 
man Herz, of the city committee. Upon 
motion of Hon. Ezra Benton Norris, 
LL. D., Mr. Cavanaugh was given the 
privilege of seeing how Judge Kinne’s 
chair would feel by being .made the 
sceptre swinger over the deliberations 
of the convention.

He had been out and rivaled 
Nansen and Andree, and had discovered 
miore enthusiasm for the Democratic 
ticket that would be put in nomination, 
no matter what the personnel was, than 
could be found in a company of soldiers 
over the prospect of getting some 
heaithful beef. He laid down the ediet 


that it was the duty of every citizen, 


which included all the Democrats in 
the room and some who have not yet 
been naturalized from the First ward of 
Ypsilanti, to select a ticket so that all 
could go to the polls a week from Mon- 
day and vote it, and come away satis- 


fied that they had done the very best 


thing they could do under the Austra- 
lian ‘ballot system: in providing a berth 
for the choice of leaders of the local 
party. 

Billy Gwinner was elected as secre- 
tary and ‘he stepped forward. It looked 
as though he was going to make a 
speech of acceptance, but he positively 
refused the office and W. H. Butler was 
put in to fill the aching void.

Spathelf, John Duffy and. Dr.. Kapp. 

The convention then took a recess of 
10 minutes. (Raining outside and. dele- 
gates had to empty the supply of the 
water tank.) 

After lubrication, Chairman Cava- 
naugh appointed as tellers Wm. Merri- 
thew and Sid W. Millard. 

Then the band struck up ‘while the 
attention of the audience was called to 
the center ring, where the star per- 
former of the evening was to appear. 
T. D. Kearney cracked his whip and 
said that Gottlob Luiick was the only 
Democratic oyster in the municipal bay. 
He was nominated unanimously. 

For president of the council, the 
junior alderman from ‘the Fourth ward 
presented the name of Thomas A. Bogle 
and gave as an evidence of his Dem- 
ocracy the fact that he had been a law 
partner of M. J. Cavanaugh. Mr. Bogle 
slid in by the acclamation route. 

For city clerk, Sid Millard presented 
the name of Jas. R. Bach. The secre- 
tary called all the wards and still no 
other candidate was presented. There 
became a painful silence. Finally the 
absence of Henry Merrithew’s. spokes- 
man became noticed, and Dr. Kapp 
came with the lifeboat and saved the 
aspirant.

FOREIGN LETTER POSTAGE. 


Letters sent to foreign countries are 
often dropped into the postoffice with 
an ordinary two-cent stamp on. Such a 
destination, and 
double the regular postage is collected 
of the person to whom it is sent, That 
make sit very expensive receiving let- 
ters over there, and asi a consequence 
letters with only partially paid postage 
are often refused. Then they are re- 
turned to the dead letter offices anid 
eventually to the 'sender. Carelessiness 
in not properly prepaying postage on 
foreign. letters often makes a great deal 
of trouble for the postoffice officials. 
The rate, it must be remembered, is 5 
cents for each half ounce or fraction 
thereof, while here in the United States 
it is but two cents for each ounce or 
fraction thereof. Letters to Canada 
and Mexico go at regular U. S. rates, 
but to all other countries, including our 
new possessions, Cuba, Porto Rico, Ha- 
waii- and the Philippines, unless ad- 
dressed to our soldiers or ‘those in the 
U. S. service. People who have cor- 
respondents abroad would do well to 
remember these facts,

Frank Owen Writes an Interesting 
Letter From Cuba. 


Following are extracts from a letter 
received from Frank Owen, who, with 
his father, Dr. F. K. Owen, recently ar- 
rived in Cuba: 

After being out three or four days 
we came in sight of Havana. The boat 
slackened speed in order to take the 
pilot on board, and then we steamed 
in and passed by Morro castle. This 
‘castle’ or fort is built on high rocks 
projecting out over the water, and is 
itself of rocks and large stones. The 
walls are very high and towers and 
cannon were in sight. Best of all was 
the red, white and ‘blue twhich floated 
high in the air. We anchored not far 
from the Maine, while the men unload- 
ed some beef for the troops in Havana. 
It was sunset and everything looked as 
if it were in mourning. I shall never 
forget how I felt when I looked at the 
Maine. 
ing, and I myself did not possess very 
dry eyes. No one is allowed to go with- 
in 25 feet of the Maine, so that no sou- 
venirs can be taken frem it. 

When we finally reached Rodrigo we 
were heartily welcomed by sueh of the 
boys as happened to be at the station. 
Father and I at onice 'took the ambu- 
lance and rode to the camp, which was 
on the other side of the hill and about 
three miles distant. As soon as we 
reached the camp I jumped from the 
wagon and made for Co. G The boys 
were very much surprised to see me, 
but ‘they seemed pleased also. The first 
thing they asked me was if I had had 
anything to eat. They were a trifle dis- 
appointed to find that I was not hungry, 
but consoled themselves by the know- 
ledge that supper time would soon be 
at hand and then I would have to par- 
take of their hospitality. The supper, 
which was soon served, consisted of po- 
tatoes with gravy, coffee and bread, a 
meal good enough for anybody. While 
I was eating the boys asked me how I 
liked army fare, and I could say that I 
was used 'to it, as I was, having eaten 
it in Savannah and on the cars. After 
being here about a week and having be- 
come used to the climate, Fred Webb 
and some of the boys and myself de- 
termined to take a trip up in the moun- 


tains. We started out one morning and 


walked about five miles and then 
stopped at a Cuban hut and asked if we 
could get some coffee. They answered 
in the affirmative without hesitation; I 
know that, because I have picked up a 
little Spanish since I have bean here. 
The coifee they gave us was line; it was 
the pure article. They did not have any 
milk and for sugar tney gave us the 
juice of the sugar cane. When we had 
finished we offered to pay the man 
something, Lut he was unwiliing to ac- 


cept, saying, “‘American much good. 
weed n> Mmuney Oo pay. Cuban -help 
American?” But we gave him seme 


money just the same. Again we started 
out walking fo: four or five miles. At 
last we came tc the mountains, where 
to find a Cuban army headquarters we 
made ourselves known. They were very 
kind to us, but we did not stay long 
among them as we wished to get up 
among the hills. Such a sight as these 


hills are! Rocks as white as snow, and 


then such caves! They were the most 
interesting sights I have ever seen. 
One was a hundred feet deep, and the 
only way of getting into it was to climb 
down by the trunk of a tree which had 
happened to grow in that way. `

House Would Give 


Springfield, 1l, March 23. — Chairman 
Fuller, of the revenue committee, has re- 
ported to the house, with. a favorable 
recommendation, the committee bill which 
proposes to give the members of future 
legislatures a salary of $1,500 a year. At 
present they receive $1,000 for a regular 
session and five dollars per day for extra 
sessions. . 

The bill, which was drawn by Represen- 
tative Brundage and introduced in come 
mittee by Representative Mueller, besides 
fixing the increase of salary, does away 
with the present perquisites of the members, 
which are mileage and $50 a session for sta- 
tionery and postage. The measure was 
adopted in committee unanimously and 
has a good chance for passing both houses. 

Little Rock, Ark., March 23.—A bill pro- 
hibiting the manufacture, importation, sale 
or giving away of cigarettes or cigarette 
paper to any person whomsoever, adult or 
minor, under penalty of not less than $500 
nor more than $5,000, passed the house by a 
two to one majority Wednesday.

Frank Owen Writes an Interesting 


Letter From Cuba. 

Following are extracts from a letter 
received from Frank Owen, who, with 
his father, Dr. F. K. Owen, recently ar- 
rived in Cuba: 

After being out three or four days 
we came in sight of Havana. The boat 
slackened speed in order to take the 
pilot on board, and then we steamed 
in and passed by Morro castle. This 
“castle” or fort is built on high rocks 
projecting out over ‘tthe water, and is 
itself of rocks and large stones. The 
walls are very high and towers and 
cannon were in sight. Best of all was 
the red, white and blue !which floated 
high in the air. We anchored. not far 


from the Maine, while the men unload- 


ed some beef for the troops in Havana. 
It was sunset and everything looked as 
if it were im mourning. I shall never 
forget how I felt when I looked at the 
Maine. A great many people were cry- 
ing, and I myself did not possess very 
dry eyes. No one is allowed to go with- 
in 25 feet of the Maine, so that no sou- 
venirs can be taken frcm it. 

When we finally reached Rodrigo we 
were heartily welcomed by sueh of the 
boys as happened to be at the station. 
Father and I at once ‘took the ambu- 
lance and rode to the camp, which was 
on the other side of the hill and about 
three miles distant. AS soon as we 
reached the camp I jumped from the 
wagon and made for Co. G. The boys 
were very much surprised to see me, 
but ‘they seemed pleased also. The first 
thing they asked me was if I had had 
anything to eat. They were a trifle dis- 
appointed to find that I was not hungry, 
but consoled themselves by the know- 
ledge ‘that supper time would soon be 
at hand and then I would have to par- 
take of their hospitality. The supper, 
which was soon served, consisted of po- 
tatoes with gravy, coffee and bread, a 
meal good enough for anybody. While 
I was eating the boys asked me how I 
liked army fare, and I could say that I 
was used ‘to it, as I was, having eaten 
it in Savannah and on the cars. After 
being here about a week and having be- 
come used to the climate, Fred Webb 
and some of the boys and myself de- 
termined to take a trip up in the moun- 


walked about five miles and then 
stopped at a Cuban hut and asked if we 
could get some coffee. They answered 
in the affirmative without hesitation; I 
know thait, because I have picked up a 
little Spanish since I have bean here. 
The coifee they gave us was fine; it was 
the pure article. They did not have any 
milk and for sugar tney gave us the 
juice of the sugar cane. When we had 
finished we offered to pay the man 
something, kut he was unwilling to ac- 
cept, saying, ‘American. much good. 
Need n> Mueney oO pay. Cuban . help 
American” but we gave him secme 
money just the same. Again we started 
out walking fo? four or five miles. At 
jast we came te the mountains, where 
to find a Cuban army headquarters we 
made ourselves Known. They were very 
kind to us, but we did not. stay long 
among them as we wished to get up 
among the hills. Such a sight as these 
hills are! Rocks as white as snow, and 
then such caves! They were the most 
interesting sights I have ever seen. 
One was a hundred feet deep, and the 
only way of getting into it was to climb 
down by the trunk of a tree which had 
happened to grow in that way. `
